It was not tobe expected that our 
legislators would succeed all at once 
in framing a Cdile 6f Laws for the re- 
gulation of miging which would be | 
even approximately perfect. The mi- 
ning laws of diferent countries must 
necessarily be #dapted to the varying 
ciscumstanees df these countries and 
the character of their mines. Hence, 
what might suét Australia would not 
necessarily be applicable to California; 
nor does it fojlow that. regulations 
which work su¢cessfully in California 
would answer / in British Columbia. 


But one would think that five or six | 


year's experiefice and “tinkering” 
with the mining laws of this Colony 
should have sufficed to mature a toler- 
ably complete ‘code of mining laws. 
If we are to take the Cariboo paper 
as an expdnent of the views of the 
miners upon this subject, and we-are 
inclined to do sé, not because that pa- 
per is generally Tight, but be¢ause 


- there is abundant collateral evidence 


upon this point, we must come tb the 
conclusion that legislation has not 
been very successful, that our mining 
laws are far froin being perfect. There 
can be no doubf that t! the litigation of 
the past, the brittle and uncertain te- 
nure by which mining property has 
been held, has Hrevented capital from 
being employed, in developing our mi- 
neral wealth, anil has driven many yal- 
uable men out ofthe country altogether 
This subject oaght to engage | the 
earnest attention of the Legislature | 


during the next: session, and a revised 's EMLIN & PARK E 


code for the reyratation of quartz as 
well as placer mining, carefully drawn 
up, having a spécial view to prevent- 
ing that ruinous litigation which has | 
already done soamuch mischief. The 
necessity of giv ity miners an indefect- 

ible title to clgims upon which they 
have expended ‘large sums of money 
is begining to ba felt. So long as such 
claims are held by the present brittle 
tenure, liable to, bejumped upon the 
slightest pretext, it is idle to expect 

that capitalists:-will invest in our 
mines. The follwing remarks upon 
this subject, from the Cariboo Sentinel 
are worthy of aftention — 

“ We cannot understand why a man 
who expends five thousand dollars in 
developing a mining claim should not 
have as indefeasible a title to it as one 
who lays out a sfmilar amount in fenc- 
ing or building on a ranch? Make the 
law similar in béth cases, and the cer- 
tificate of expenditure from the sur- 
veying officer of the Government— 
who should tite the boundaries at 


the outset—a title sufficient to protect 
the owner against all who may covet 
his property. Unless something is 
done immediately, and that something 
in a plain, practical form, so that he 
who rugs may pead and understand, 
we can easily perceive that those who 
invest in quartz! will be subjected to, 
the same annoyances and vexatious 
law suits which have fallen upon many 
a claim-holder fon Williams Creek. 
The country cannot: afford, however, 
to allow any obstacle to stand in the 
way of her advancement, and every- 
thing-that impedes the development 
of the quartz mines must be swept 
away. Litigatign i in the mining dist- 
ricts must be put a stop to at all haz- 
ards. It is easy fo do it, if men would 
only come together with an honest 
intention of solving the difficulty.

As 
for the reason and justice of the thing 
it is useless to talk about that, for 1 
have long since ceased to expect either 
from such a quarter. What sense is 
there in telling the people that they 
have the privilege of electing one 
member, if the officials are to be allow- 
ed to swamp them at the Polls? I 
understand some of the officials deny 
that any such influence has been 
brought to bear upon this election; 
but “actions speak louder than words.” 
The fact that with a very few excep- 
tions: they turned out and yoted for 
Doctor Black is a sufficient reply. 
How else are we to account, for clerks 
and messengers and servants and cooks
